canned  poultry  needed  for  our  troops,  War 
Food  Order  No.  Ih2,  effective  August  13,  is  "being  issued.    It  requires  author- 
ized processing  plants  in  the  12  major  producing  States  to  reserve  50  percent  of 
the  poultry  they  process  for  Army  purchase.    The  States  are:    North  and  South 
Dakota,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Missouri,  Wisconsin, 
Indiana,  and  Illinois. 

A  press  release  (for  release  Aug.  5),  fact  sheet,  and  a  set  of  questions  and  an- 
swers are  being  sent  this  week  to  county  Extension  Service,  Triple-A,  and  FSA. 
officer,  in  the  12  States.  Notification  copies  will  also  be  sent  to  the  remain- 
ing State  offices.  The  fact  sheet  urges  cooperation  in  developing  public  senti- 
ment for  getting  poultry  to  authorized  processors,  so  that  our  fighting,  and 
wounded,  men  may  have  all  the  canned  poultry  they  want.  Copies  of  this  material 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  Information.

FARMERS  URGED  TO  MARKET  CORN.  .  .  .  Secretary  Anderson  recently  stated  that  he 

does  not  intend  to  recomiuend  an  increase  in 
com  price  ceilings  since  farmers  are  now  receiving  full  parity  price.  "There 
is  urgent  need  for  corn  now  in  deficit  areas  and  farmers  will  be  doing  a  real 
patriotic  service  by  marketing  as  rapidly  as  possible  the  corn  they  do  not  need 
for  their  omi  operations.    Inasmuch  as  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  has  al- 
ready announced  that  there  will  be  no  advance  in  ceiling  prices  on  corn,    I  hope 
that  no  producers  who  have  corn  they  could  sell  will  hold  back  supplies,  in  antic- 
ipation of  a  price  rise."

UNRRA'S  CARNING  PROGRAM.   .   .  .  UNRRi\  has  formulated  and  announced  a  program  on 

"Community  Canning  for  War  Relief"  in  which  it 
calls  for  community  canning  centers  to  increase  their  canning  by  10  percent  and 
to  contribute  that  added  amount  to  UNRRA  for  war  relief  distribution.  Attention 
is  called  to  the  Department's  policy  on  this  program  as  set  out  by  Mr.  Eimebaugh 
in  a  letter  to  all  USDA  agencies  July  31: 
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(1)  It  should  be  made  clear  that  it  is  an  XJKERA  progran  ojid  not  a 
prograri  aponsored  "by  tho  Department  of  Agricultvir^  • .  Contributions  by 
connunity  canning  centers  will  be  nade  only  at  the  discretion  of  the 
local  individuals  concerned. 

(2)  The  Department  of  Agricultvre  will  make  available  through  its  chan- 
nels to  supervised  community  canning  centers  the  foll^owing  materials 
issued  by  UNRE?A:     (a)  the  leaflet  called  "Community  Canning  for  War 
Relief,"  (b)  freight  shaipping  instructions,  and  (c)  the  shipping  order ^ 
report  form.    The  covering  letters  of  transmittal  should  state  that  copies 
of  thecc  materials  are  being  transmitted  through  USDA  channels  to 
community  canning  centers  at  the  request  of  IMffiA.  . 

(3)  Since  the  UNRRA  program  calls  for  action  only  by  a  few  thousand 
supervised  community  canning  centers,  and  UT^RRA  has  plans  to  conduct 
an  information  prograjn  of  its  own,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will 
not  undertake  an  information  program  for  the  UNRRA  plan.  Information 
materials  prepared  by  UlffiRA  will  be  transmitted  through  USDA  at  IMRRA's 
request  to  community  canning  centers  only. 

(h)  UNRRA  has  been  requested  to  clear  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
in  the  future  any  proposed  press  releases  or  other  materials  to  be 
issued  by  XINRRA  which  deal  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture  or  its 
field  of  operation.

AUGUST  BUTTER  SET  ASIDE  20  PERCENT.  .  .  .  Set -aside  of  creamery  butter  for 

Government  purchase  dioring  August 
has  been  reduced  to  20  percent  from  the  previous  30  percent  scheduled.  Increase 
over  expected  butter  production  in  July  and  the  expecta.tion  of  slightly  hlglier 
production  than  originally  estimated  for  August  has  made  this  reduction  pos- 
sible.   Also,  /jrmy  purchases  of  butter  in  Denmark  to  use  in  feeding  United  States 
troops  in  Europe  will  lower  military  requirements  for  domestically  produced 
butter.    Approximately  100  million  pounds  of  creamery  butter  will  be  available 
for  civilians  during  August  under  the  new  set -aside  quota.    Theset-^aside  quota 


for  Septeciber  has  not  yet  been  decided.    No  further  reduction  in  point  value  of 
"butter  is  expected  because  of  the  recent  point  reduction  fron  2h  to  l6  points 
per  pound.
